WHEN SHALL THE CouNTY ELECTIONS 
Take Puiace.—The Attorney-General, H. 
P. Farrow, has given Governor Bullock, a 
written opinion that the county elections 
cannot take place until there is further 
legislation on the point, and that the pres- 
ent incumbents must hold over until the 
General Assembly provides for an elec- 
tion. 

He contends that the Constitution, and 
not the Code, settles the matter. The re- 
construction laws nullify the old election 
laws in the Code, from section 1345 to 1350. 
The election for present officers was he!d 
under the ordinance of the Convention, 
adopted March 10, 1868. which says the offi- 
cers shall hold until the recular succession 
provided for after the year 1868, and until 
the election of successors. The Gonstitu- 
tion ratifiesthis ordinance, but- makes no 
provisian for the election of successors. _

The management, lI 
am informed, particularly wish that these 
spirits of the morning sort, who are of the 
rofession—-professional in the Empire 
tate, would gather with them. Such men 
as Tucker, (oh! where is that call for the 
Georgia Educational Session he was going 
to | pe us so long ago?) and Lipscomb, 
and Nathan, and Cox, and Kellogg are 
wanted. Will they come a day or two? 
Half fare on cars, and entertainment free. 
Apropos of the above, Iam reminded that 
if parents would see what sort of a school 
the State ought to keep, they might make 
a brief visit to Hogansville.

Democracy. 


A grave question of practical utility now 
is, how far does Northern Democracy con- 
form to the principles of Constitutional 
government, wherein is it impracticable in 
its treatment of Southern issues, and to 
what extent should true Southern men ad- 
vocate it. 

For eight years Radicalism has run riot. 
Democracy has desperately but vainly at- 
tempted to resist its sway. Theo former has 
ground us to powder; the latter has been 
unable to prevent it. 

That we should side with the latter, has 
been natural, for it has been for us, while 
the former has been against us; and this 
without regard to principle, but when, as 
has been the case, principle has chimed in 
with inclination, our course has been twicc 
natural. 

The repeated disasters of the Democracy, 
and its continued inability to aid us, are 
having their effect. At first, all of our 
Southerns, save the few who allied them- 
selves to Radicalism for place or profit, and 
avery scarce few of a practical turn who 
honestly advocated expediency as the ne- 
cessity of the crisis, rallied to the Democ 
racy with ardent unanimity. It was almost 
comical to see how old. political prejudices 
were laid aside, and what formerly antag- 
onistic elements were incongruously bat- 
tling together. Whig harnessed in blithe- 
ly with Democrat, tariff and anti-tariff 
buckled together with a vim, Union man 
and secessionist dragged at the cart har- 
moniously, free-trader and protectionist, 
forgetting old fights, furiously contended 
for a common purpose. 

As mistakes have been made, and reverses 
suffered, all concerning us with terrible 
effectiveness, a growing @istrust of Democ- 
racy is €verywhere seen. and a spreading 
disposition to try something else. 


Good men are declaring that as it is now 
‘run, it is unequal to the occasion. One 
writer pronounces it dead, and tries to 
bury it under cold scorn. Another agrees 
that it needs rehabilitating. Here a 
“young man’s party’ is suggested as the 
organization for thecrisis. There a great 
labor movement is to be the nucleus that 
is to cluster in triumphant array the incon- 
gruous elements of hostility to Radicaligm. 


And even when the Democratic organi- 
gation is clung to and preserved, a wide 
variety andeven conflict of creed are ob- 
servable. In one State an issue is made, 
in another ignored. One section claims 
aggressively a principle; another is silent 
to its obligation. 

We do not allude to Radicalism, though 
the same anomalous features are observed 
in a four fold iorce. But while the South- 
ern branch of the concern is hopelessly 
split in the dirty squabble for power, the 
instinct of preservation North, is the co- 
hesive cement that keeps it united. When- 
ever it gets to a plain issue of the faction 
losing hold upon place, its better organized 
parts recognize the common danger and 
unite against it. The Southern branch has 
too verdant material, and too loose organi- 
zation todothis. — 


A very great difference is observed be- 
tween the Southern and Northern Denioc- 
racy. 

The South has few bonds and so little 
government money, that the financial 
questions, so momentous North, are hardly 
live issues among us, save vs to taxation. 
Negro matters are atheory North, and a 
reality South, whose bearings are determin- 
ed by considerations of necessity. Hence. 
while the one is fighting resolutely against 
the 15th amendment, the other is taking it 
to get amnesty, and to avoid provisional 
bashawships, military autocracies and out- 
and-out negro supremacy mixed with the 
basest of carpet-bag dy nasties. 

It is usless to try to conceal these dis- 
crepancies. The best way always is to 
look truth squarely in the face. 


Now, is it really so that in adopting De- 
mocracy asthe party for our redemption, 
we are putting new wine into old bottles? 
Are the Pendiletons, Adams, Voorhees, 
Hendricks, Hancocks, Brooks, ete., and 
other able, gallant, disinterested Demo- 
eratic champions of Constitutional princi- ; 

ples to be thrown aside? Is their party 
organization worn out, and are their issues 
stale and impracticable? Is their contin-

theories. What though a different policy 
be adopted in different States, the benefit 
of a varied experience will be the result. 

As far as reconstruction is concerned, we 
see it pretty plainly that the excluded 
Southern States are going to get back in 
the Union the best way they can. A few 
men may resist unconstitutional methods 
of doing so; but under the grim rule 
that necessity knows no law, sacrifices are 
being made and will continue to be made, 
so that the people can relieve themselves 
of the incubus of Provisional tyrannies 
with their miserable accompaniments of 
carpet-bag adventurer and negro ruler in 
unlicensed form. Virginia has led the way 
in this uncontrollable yearning to get a 
settled government, and a voice in the 
national councils, and to escape such 
satraps as Wells. Tennessee has taken a 
Senter to avoid a Stokes, and gulped the 
black ballot to win the franchise for the 
rebel. And we dare not say, that any 
State North or South, would not accept 
a bad thing to avoid a worse, when years 
of suffering have but deepened oppression, 
and there seems no other road to redemp- 
tion. 

Are we to cut loose then from Demo- 
cracy, because it fights these concessions on 
principles whose correctness we cannot 
question? Clearly not. The temporary 
ex pedient is not the permanent policy. 

We are in no condition to form a new 
party. We must straighten out old mat- 
ters before We venture anew. 


We have been battling against Radical- 
ism. Let us not put Democracy against 
us by deserting it because it has been un- 
fortunate. 

A “young man’s party” must be neces- 
sarily ephemegal, because it excludes the 
inexcludable einaish of age. It wont do 
to make an antagonism with the large 
body of men not young. The young men 
may get up a young men’s party, but when 
they get old, they will none the sooner 
voluntarily submit to be shoved aside for 
young men. Itistrue that the principal 
burden must now be on the young men in 
the South, because the old ones cannot con- 
form readily to the new regime, afd be- 
cause the antecedents of the old Statesmen 
and public men nullify their usefulness. 
But a young man’s party carries no prin- 
ciple with it upon which a permanent or- 
ganization can stand. 


And this labor movement is now too re- 
stricted to become national yet. It may 
become so, but its policy is not well enough 
defined, and its platform don’t suit our ex- 
igencies. 

If Democracy refuses to be purged of its 
errors and mistakes, anew party may be 
necessary, but now is hardly the time. 


Dead issues must be buried. Final de- 
feats must not be repeated. There is too 
much to do to waste time rebattling un- 
changeable reverses. 


If Democracy will perform this sepul- 
ture, and cleansing its shining theory of 
constitutional liberty, wield its keen blade 
against the monstrous heresy of Radical- 
ism, ours should be the province to join 
forces with it, and enlist under its banner. 


The party that rolled up such a vote as it 
did last fall, is notto be depreciated, or 
thrown off: and under good leadership 
with able strategy, and reinforced by 
southern enfranchisement, its success is 
certain. 

But above ail, while it stands as the ex- 
ponent of the true theory of republican 
government, it little behooves us to de- 
sert its grand army. IJtis not dead, because 
it lives in its indestructible principles, and 
when stripped of its effete matter, when 
| denuded of the cold bones of old defeats, 
when its vast powers are drilled and train- 
ed for the contest, we look to see it sweep 
from existence, the hideous mockeries of 
Radicalism, as well as the imperialistic 
tendencies that grow out of the dark 


heresy.

A LonG Branca INcipEentT.—The follow-

An one tree anda palmier areon either 
side of the tomb; and on the right, under 
the umbrage of roses, is a rustic seat, 
Here, aloot from noise of city, rattle of 
rail, thoughts of Westminister, and jargon 
of Parliament, every day comes the great 
English thinker and scholar, to honor that 
wife, to whom he has dedicated not merely 
volumes of thought with selected praise, 
but a life of thoughtful affection.—Sunsei 
Coz tothe N. Y. Woeid.
